As of 3 December he was staying 
with CH'Sh Man. 


3, In Uovember CH'UN Mane bought a consignment of surplus U.S. arms valued 
at about IK 580,000, He paid HK 100,000 and on 23 November shipred twenty 
crates of the arms frou Nansharwei Island to Jainan, where they were trans~ 
ferred to speedboats for transshipment to the: Indochina coast.

transzort to the Viet Minh but because of Nationalist naval patrol it was 
unable to leave tho island. 
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
